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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed 2/08/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive to overcome the prior art. 

A. Applicant argues the prior art taught a single mobile station in comparison with a 
plurality of stations (STAs). 

Examiner point out the prior art taught "determining one of the raiod channels for 
communication base on the at least on radio channel quality measure [Cerwall, col 13 lines 45- 
67]. Thus the applicant argument was inappropriate and unpatentable. 

B. Applicant argues the TDM A system (Cerwall) was not compatible with the spread 
spectrum frequency hopping (Marcoccia). 

Examiner points out the applicant's argument was out of focus point. (1) TDMA and the 
spread spectrum frequency hopping were not in claim languages. (2) All are wireless network. 
(3) A skill art have learned form the prior arts wherein a technique such as "clear all busy 
signal" on wireless network were available to modify or incorporate whether the network is 
TDMA or radio network. 

C. Applicant argues the prior art does not teach or suggest AP, STAs, BSS, WLAN. 
Examiner points out the rejection based on the concept of invention not the name of 

devices or network which are not patentability. Marcoccia taught the radio network with RSSI, 

GPS, CDMA and CCA it was obvious that included the base station or access point (AS) and 

user nodes , mobile nodes (STAs). Thus the rejection is sustained.
